as  from  Councillors  and  in  particular  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee.

GENERAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


Droxford  Rural  District 

The  district  occupies  the  south  east  corner  of  Hampshire,  and  is 
close  to  Portsmouth  and  Southampton,  It  possesses  no  large  urban 
community  but  vVickham  and  Bishop's  I-Zaltham  are  both  small  towns  and  in 
Denrnead  parish  there  has  been  considerable  housing  development  in  recent 
years,  as  there  has  been  to  a lesser  degree  at  Waltham  Chase. 

Agriculture  is  the  main  industry  in  the  District,  in  the  northern, 
chalk  downs  area,  this  is  mainly  in  large  units  of  arable  and  stock 
farming.  The  southern  part  is  sand  and  clay  and  here  the  holdings  are 
in  general  smaller  and  there  is  much  market  gardening. 

There  are  no  large  rivers  in  the  District;  the  valley  of  the  River 
Me  on  is  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  District.  Much  of  the  district  is  of 
great  scenic  beauty,  and  over  much  of  it  ouilding  development  is 
controlled  either  by  Green  Belt  Regulations  or  is  scheduled  as  being  of 
outstanding  natural  beauty. 

If  plans  for  the  development  of  S.E,  England  progress  in  any  way 
along  the  lines  foreseen  in  the  ’’S.E,  Study",  which  is  at  present  in 
abeyance,  it  seems  probable  that  there  will  be  very  considerable  urban 
development  in  the  south  of  the  district.

General  Comment  on  the  Public  Health 

The  year  1964  was  notable  for  the  fine  sunny  summer  and  a rainfall 
well  below  the  average.  The  hay  and  grain  harvests  were  the  easiest  to 
gather  for  some  years.  There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease  within  the  district,  but  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery  occurred 
at  the  end  of  the  year  in  Denrnead  and  Soberton.  This  is  commented  on 

later  in  the  report. 

The  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  Aberdeen  during  the  year  received 
unprecedented  publicity  on  a national  scale,  and  had  a beneficial  effect 
in  bringing  home  to  most  people  the  need  for  scrupulous  care  in  personal 
hygiene,  and  in  particular  to  those  engaged  in  the  food  trade,  where  the 
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importance  of  correct  storage  of  cooked  foods  was  emphasised  as  Vi/ell  as 
the  hygiene  of  utensils  (such  as  slicing  machines)  and  staff. 

The  staff  of  the  department  were  busily  engaged  in  tracking  down 
cans  of  corned  beef  from  the  suspect  batches,  one  such  was  found  in  the 
District . 

An  added  complication  was  that  a party  from  Swanmore  Secondary  School 
were  staying  in  Braemar  and  visited  Aberdeen  at  the  time  of  the  outbreak. 

One  boy  had  his  appendix  removed  at  Aberdeen.  All  the  party  and  the  boy's 
parents  were  kept  under  surveillance  until  past  the  incubation  period, 
and  there  were  no  cases. 

The  main  sanitary  problem  during  the  year  continued  to  be  sewage 
disposal.  In  those  parts  of  the  District  with  a clay  soil  the  individual 
septic  tank  system  of  sevi/age  disposal  will  not  work  satisfactorily  owing 
to  the  impossibility  of  getting  satisfactory  drainage  into  the  ground. 

'.'/here  high  density  housing  occurs  these  conditions  soon  give  rise  to  serious 
surface  pollution  unless  the  cesspit  or  septic  tank  is  emptied  before  it 
overflows.  It  is  not  fully  realised  that  the  average  house  produces  a 
"tanker  load"  of  sewage  every  10  to  1^  days,  and  sewage  disposal  by  this 
method  becomes  a very  expensive  item,  costing  up  to  £100  per  annum.  This 
is  a factor  which  the  householder  new  to  such  conditions  seldom  realises. 

The  only  solution  in  such  conditions  is  the  provision  of  a sewerage  system, 
and  during  1964  planning  of  the  Denraead  sewers  continued.  The  Havant  and 
Waterloo  Council  agreed  to  the  sewage  draining  into  their  system  and’  being 
purified  at  their  works.

Table  II  shows  the  births  in  the  District  over  the  past  5 years  and  . 
also  the  deaths  in  infants  and  the  maternal  mortality.  The  total  births 
showed  quite  a marked  increase  to  the  highest  ever  recorded  and  when 
corrected  for  the  age  of  the  population  the  birth  rate  is  higher  than  the 
average  for  England  and  V.'ales  (20.6  as  compared  to  l8.4).  This  is 
continuation  of  the  national  trend  to  a higher  birth  rate  »hioh  shows  no 

signs  of  diminishing.  _/4._ 


The  nLunber  of  illegitimate  births  also  rose  to  the  highest 
recorded;  they  comprised  7.4%  of  all  live  births;  this  also  reflects  the 
national  trend. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Pate  was  13.1  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year 
from  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with  l8,2  in  1983,  but  this  is  not 
of  statistical  significance.  There  were  no  deaths  recorded  in  illegiti- 
mate children  under  one  year,  but  here  again  the  numbers  are  not  large. 

The  Neo-natal  Mortality  Rate  (deaths  in  infants  under  4 weeks  per 
1,000  live  births)  was  4.4,  and  the  Early  Neo-natal  Mortality  Rate 
(deaths  in  infants  under  1 week)  was  also  4.4 » 

The  Perinatal  Mortality  Pate  (still  births  plus  deaths  under  1 week 
per  1,000  live  plus  still  births)  was  15.2  ,

The  death  rate  in  1964  corrected  for  the  national  age  and  sex 
distribution  was  10,7?  that  for  iingland  and  j<ales  was  11,3  per  1,000 
population. 

Of  the  individual  causes  of  death  "strokes"  (vascular  lesions  of 
nervous  system)  caused  59  deaths,  or  iS/o  of  the  total,  coronary  disease 
and  angina  55  deaths,  and  other  unclassified  forms  of  heart  disease

The  crude  birth  and  deaths  rates  for  a small  population  do  not 
necessarily  reflect  a true  picture,  as  there  may  be  an  undue  preponderance 
of  young  people  or  of  old  people  in  that  population.  To  allow  for  this 
each  district  has  a '’comparability  factor"  for  calculating  corrected  birth 
and  death  rates,  which  corrects  the  crude  rate  to  that  which  would  have 
been  experienced  had  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  been 
identical  with  that  of  jDngland  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  corrected  death  rate  for  the  district  in 
1964  was  just  below  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  by  doctors  in  the 
district  is  always  fewer  than  the  actual  number  of  cases.  Nevertheless 
the  figures  shown  above  are  considered  to  give  a pretty  accurate  picture, 
which  clearly  indicates  that  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low 
during  1964. 

Dysentery 

The  number  represents  patients  proven  to  be  iniected  with  Shigella 
sonnei,  the  bacteria  responsible  for  most  of  the  dysentery  which  is  now  so 
common  in  Britain. 

Two  outbreaks  occurred  in  the  last  quarter  of  1964;  in  one  the 
infection  is  thought  to  have  been  introduced  from  overseas  and  was  confined 
to  one  family.  In  the  other  outbreak  most  cases  were  in  children  attending 
a particular  school  in  the  district.  The  manner  of  introduction  of  the 
infection  could  not  be  discovered.  Active  measures  reinforcing  personal 
hygiene  and  disinfection  of  latrines  and  other  possible  agents  of  spread 
were  carried  out  and  the  outbreak  eventually  subsided.

Only  some  2.2%  of  children  born  in  1964  had  been  immunised  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  by  the  end  of  the  year,  this 
probably  represents  less  than  half  of  those  who  should  have  completed  this 
immunisation  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  those  born  in  I963  completed 
their  immunisation  in  1964.  V/ithout  detailed  analysis  of  the  records  it  is 
not  possible  to  arrive  at  the  overall  rate  for  the  District,  but  it  appears 
that  just  over  6o%  of  infants  are  being  immunised. 

It  will  be  noted  that  20  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported  in  the 
District  in  1964;  this  disease  can  be  serious  in  young  infants,  and  is 
certainly  a troublesome  illness  to  have  in  the  home.

The  recommended  practice  is  for  immunisation  against  smalljpox  to  be 
carried  out  between  the  first  and  second  years  of  life,  33%  of  children 
born  in  1963  had  been  immunised  against  smallpox  by  the  end  of  1964. 

The  total  number  of  primary  immunisations  against  smallpox  showed 
a slight  increase  over  the  previous  year. 


INTERNATIONAL  TRAVSL  - IMMUNISATION  RBQUIPCMSNTS 


By  international  agreement,  any  traveller  may  be  required  to  produce 
a valid  international  certificate  of  vaccination  against  smallpox  on 
entry  to  a foreign  country. 

For  entry  to  certain  tropical  countries  international  certificates 
of  vaccination  against  cholera  and/or  yellow  fever  may  be  obligatory. 
Smallpox  certificates  are  valid  for  a period  of  3 years,  Yellow  fever  for 
10  years  and  cholera  for  6 months.  Those  intending  to  travel  abroad 
should  consult  their  doctor  in  good  time  about  smallpox  and  cholera 
vaccination;  yellov*/  fever  vaccination  can  be  done  only  at  specified 
centres,  of  which  the  nearest  is  Southampton  Health  Centre,  on  Wednesday 
afternoons  by  appointment.

1.  Discretionary  Grant;  Subject  to  certain  conditions*  up  to  half 
the  estimated  cost  of  a wide  range  of  improvements  may  be  paid, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  local  Council,  subject  to  a maximum  of

2.  Standard  Grant;  In  some  circumstances*  house  owners  and  certain

Since  the  establishment  of  the  ".'essex  Slaughterhouses  Board,  all  meat 
inspection  for  this  area  is  done  at  the  Funtley  Abbatoir,  Fareham,  except 
the  inspection  of  pigs  slaughtered  at  iuiowle  Mental  Hospital,  for  consumption 
on  Crown  property.  This  Slaughterhouse  is  exempt  from  licensing.

The  three  unsatisfactory  milk  samples  were  due  to  small 
deficiencies  in  fat.  The  discrepancies  did  not  warrant  legal  action 
but  they  were  taken  up  with  the  two  vendors  responsible,  to  whom 
warnings  were  given.  In  each  case,  the  low  fat  appeared  to  have  been^ 
caused  by  insufficient  mixing  of  the  milk  before  and  during  the  bottling 

process , 

The  one  other  unsatisfactory  sample  consisted  of  a can  of  Minced 
Beef  and  Gravy  in  which  a small  fragment  of  bovine  hide  with  hairs 
attached  was  found.  The  complaint  was  referred  to  the  manufacturer, 
who  attributed  it  to  careless  preparation  of  the  meat  used  in  the 
product  and  stated  that  the  method  had  been  changed  to  obviate  any 
recurrence,  a similar  complaint  having  previously  come  to  his  notice. 

In  the  circumstances  and  having  regard  to  the  very  small  amount  of 
extraneous  matter  present,  a caution  was  issued. 


Three  "consumer  complaints”  resulted  in  legal  proceedings  being
